The president of the Board of Directors 

of the Jubilee hospital Mr. Chaa. 'Hay ward, 
was in the chair at lust evening's mooting 
and there were also in attendance Messra, 
H. Dallas Helmcken, J. Stuart Yntea, Wm. 
M. Chudley, Joshua Uavies, Geo. Byrnes, 
E. Crov Baker, A. 0. Flamerfelt, I. 
Braverman, O. H. Brovrn, A. Wilson, Tbos. 
Shotbolt and John Braden. 

Mrs. Pemberton, wrote with reference to 
the question of eatablishing a maternity 
ward in oonnootion with tho hospital, and 
ofTered to add the sum of $1,500 to the bc- 
queat of her late husband, on certain condi- 
tions, the principal of which wero that tho 
ward should ho in niemorium of tholato Mr. 
Pemberton, and that the piano for the 
building should be approved of by Drs, 
Davie and Hauington. 

The doctor's report for tbe month of 
January represented that tho acconinioda 
tion is very limited, and that the hospital is 
now overcrowded. The doctor also intimated 
that several of the patients who are receiv- 
ing free treatment are in receipt of sick 
bonefita from societies to which they 
belong, 

This was a matter that created some dis- 
cussion, it being the general belief that 
such patients were not acting fairly to the 

hospital. 

It was moved that the doctor's report be 

referred to the committee of the month for 
investigation. ^ 

The matron reported on the state of tho 
training aohool, showing that matters had 
so for progressed that she thought it would 
bo possible to have tho nursing done en- 
tirely by pupil nurses. Tho matron referred 
in this connection to the thorough satisfac- 
tion given by Mins Graves and Miss Rout- 
ledge In this department. The following 
donations wero also aoanowledged : 
Flannel jackets for general ward Irom 
the King's Daughtera; books and papers, 
Mra. Goodacrc; a very liberal donation of 
clothing from Mra A. S. Clark; clothing, 
anonymous; clothing and check for $10 
from Captain Clive P. Wolley, 

The report was received and adopted, as 
well as that of the steward. 

A diacuasion then followed on Mrs. Pem- 
berton's letter, and how the Board could 
moat advantageously apply the bpqueat and 
at the same time fulQl the wiahea of the 
djuor. There was a difiference of 
opinion as to the disposition of 
the Bum bequeathed by Mr. Pemberton, 
Several of the board considered that tho 
money was given for a apeoifie purpose, as 
the eatabiiBlinieiit of a maternity ward, but 
others wore of opinion that the idea of tho 
donor was that tho disposition of this sum 
was left to the discretion of the direotora. 
Eventually it was moved that tho offer of 
Mrs. Pemberton be accopted with thonks, 
but that the Board should in the meantime 
obtain the legal opinion as to the proper 
construction to be placed on tho words in 
tho will conveying the bequest. This courso 
waa conaidered the best that could be taken 
to ensure the entire fulfilment of the wishes 
of Mr. Pemberton. 

The treasurer reported the number of pa- 
tients in the hospital -January I, 42 ; ad- 
mitted during the month 41 ; discharged, 
'20 ; died, 3 ; leaving 51 in the hogpital on 
February 1. 

An ftdjoamment was then taken till the 
Idth, when the fioanoial condition of the 
hospital will bo fully considered. 



STOCKS IN NEW YORK. 

The Obanges for the Day Very Slight Despite 
an Early Attempt to Depress the 
Entire List. 

New York, Fob. 8 — A drive waa made 
at St. Paul at tho start to-day, •t,0(X) shares 
having been sold at 07;^ and 58. If the sales 
were made to affeot the general Hats the 
movement signally failed of its object, and 
when this became evident some of the 
"shorts" began to cover. A rise of f to 1 
per cent followed. American Sugar; Rich- 
mond .Terminal; Chicago Gat; Northwest- 
ern; Western Union and Beading, took tho 
upward turn, and Readiog sold up to 21^ on 
reports from Philadelphia that efiorta for 
tho early reorganization of the property 
were progrsasing favorably. Richmond 
Terminal touched 4 for the firat time in a 
long while. Rumors wero current of a re- 
organization of tho property where- 
by holders of tho stock would receive 
additional advantages. The trunk lines 
wnakencd ; Now York Central doolinod to 
09 regular, and (ISj( ; Lake Shore to 12Gi, 
and Canada Spuihern to •19'^. There was 
talk of rate cutting, but the gossip evidently 
was due to tho now difl'urential allowed the 
ICrie on west-hound business. Tho Grangers 
were also inclined to woakncaa at ono time. 
In some quarters the question of tho divi- 
dends on Burlington Hi Quinoy and St. Paul 
wero discussed, it being hold by certain 
operators that the Quincy dividend will be 
reduced to one par cent, at tho directors' 
meeting noxt week, and that tho St. 
Paul dividend would bo paaaed altogether. 
It might be added that those pooplo 
oiproHsing these opinions have boon ar- 
rayed on tho " hear" side of tho Grangers 
for u long time past. The dcolino iu the 
stocks from tho highest point of the day 
was less than a point. After 2 o'clock, 
when Sugar rallied quickly from 7SS 80S >

THE U. S.8. "KBARSAR&B." 

Wreck of tbe Destroyer of theBebel Warship 
"Alabama"— All on Board Saved. 

Washingtok, D.C., Feb. 8.— The old 
corvette Kearsarge waajwreokedonBoncador 
reef, while en route from Fort an Prince, 
Haytl, to Blaefields, Nicaraguai The offi- 
cers and orew were saved. The following 
ia Liout. Brainard'a cable me^aago to Secre- 
tory Herbert dated Colon tolling him of the 
losB of the Kearsorge; "Tho Ivearaargo 
sailed from Port au Prince, Hayti, on Jan. 
yOth, for Bluofiekls, Nicarogua. She was 
wrecked on Roncodor reef on Feb. 2. Offi- 
cera and erewa are safe." Tho secretary 
immediately sent a cablegram to Brainard 
directing him to charter a veaael at Colon 
and prooeed at once to tho assistance of the 
shipwrecked men, no fears for whose safety 
are entertained. Lieut, Brainard later 
cabled tbe secretary that he bad aeonred 
tho ateamer City of Pura and will proceed 
to tho relief of the orew at once. Boncador 
reef is situated about 200 miles off the coast 
of Nicaragua, and ia one of the most dan- 
gerous menaces to navigation in tbe world. 

The Kearsarge wae one of the historic 
vessels of tbe American navy. Her last 
noteworthy aohievement was when on Sun- 
day, J uly 19, 1864, she fought and sunk the 
rebel privateer Alabama off Cherbourg. The 
Alabama waa commanded by Admiral Sem- 
mes and the Kearsarge by Admiral Wilson. 
For a long time before her l!»3t encounter 
with the Kearsarge tho rebel cruiser had 
been preying uponl American commerce, 
having deatroyod over sixty merchantmen, 
the Kearsarge being detailed to follow her 
up und force her to fight. The Alabama 
being the more speedy vessel was for some 
time enabled to dodgo her would-be assail- 
ant, who, however, presently found her off 
Cherbourg I from which — Captain Semmea 
having declared his intention to fight — she 
was accompanied by a French warship into 
neutral waters where the fight was fought 
and the victory won by the vessel champion- 
ing the causa of the Union, tho Alabama 
sinking out of sight. JUuring this engage- 
ment the AlabamA fl^'id! 370 projectiles and 
the Kearsarge 173. Tne fight lasted an 
hour and twenty minutes. 

ALMOST A MUTINY. 

Trouble on H. H. S. "Canada*' Almost Ever 
Since She Waa RecommisBloned. 

Haufax, N. S., Feb. 8 —There ia trouble 
amounting almost to mutiny on the British 

ship Canada, now in tho West Indies. It 
has manifested itself aince the ship was rc- 
conimlsaioned. The matter has been kept 
aa quiet aa poasible to prevent its getting 
into the newspapera. The admiral visited 
every ship of the aquadron on Christmaa 
day, and waa received on all the ships in a 
hearty manner by tho men, with the single 
exception of the crew of the Canada. On 
board that ship there were no decorations 
or anything to indicate the festive season. 
On each mesa table was a tin of water and a 
plato of ship biscuit. The admiral was re- 
ceived in silence by the men, and could pet 
no answers to the questions be put. On 
December 16 the Royal Navy sports took 
place, and not ono of the crew of tbe 
Canada entered any of the contests. It is 
rumored that tho admiral baa asked the ad- 
miralty to order tho Canada home.

More About the C'olonnas. 
Pabis, Feb. 8. — Tbe Colonna oase was 
called in court to-day. Counsel for the 

prince addressed the court, expreasing the 
belief that the princess had token passage 
abroad, and asserted that aho had thus 
acted in order to avoid compliance with the 
order of the court. Ho urged that tho court 
therefore restore the father as guardian of 
the children. Judgment will bo given on 
Thursday, when it is expected tho court 
will decide in fovor of the prince. 

France and llberla. 

Paris, Feb. 7. — Lo Temps soya that the 
Governor of French West Africa took poa- 
aesslon of Half-Cavally, on the Liberian 
frontier, only in responso to tho inhabitants' 
appeal for protection from Liberia's ill- 
treatment. Tho delimitation treaty of 1892 
is still unsigned, and therefore was not re- 
garded tki hampering French action. Liberia 
has now consented to sign the treaty, and 
the French forces will be withdrawn from 
tho frontier. 

Consternation in Btlver Harket. 

London, Feb. 8. — The Dally News saya 
this morning : The silver and rupee jnar- 
kots have been thrown into a atate of con- 
aternotion. Hereafter there will bo no ap- 
parent limit in the decline of exchange. 
Nevertheless, while a farther fall 
ia admitted to be probable there is 
a disposition ic well-informed quar- 
ters to take a calmer view of the future 
course of exchange. Moreover, tbe spot 
supplies for sliver are very amall and there 
are indications in America and elsewhere of 
a reduction of tho output. 



LoNnox, Fob. 8 — A Pernanibiico despatch 
aajs tho torpedo boat Destroyer and fivo 
others belonging to Peixoto liavo left Per- 
n&mbuoo for the south. A deputation of 
ahipownera and othera viaited tho foreign 
olTioo to day and protested againat tho gov- 
ernment's neglect of Britiah shipping inter- 
osti at Rio. They declared that th(! spir- 
ited action of Admiral Benham, of the Am- 
erican fleet, had been tho means of freeing 
American ships from reatriotiona. Tho 
deputation was told that tho complaint 
would be laid before Lord Bosebery, foreign 
minister.

A CIIII.UWACK IIY-LAW. 

Mr. Kitchen presented a petition from 
the corporation of Chilliwack for a private 
bill to validate a by-law under which de- 
bentures to the amount of Jl.i.UOO had been 
sold, tho proceeds being applied for drain- 
age purpoBSS. 

NAKUar AND SLOGAN RAILWAY. 

Hon. Mil. Beavkx, rising to a question of 
privilege, complained that the papers on 
the subject of the guarantee to tho NuUusp 
and Slooan railway, for the prodiiclion of 
wliich an order of the House had boon p^aa 
ed, had not been brought down; and tliat 
he as a member of tho Legislature had been 
insulted by a reply which he said hud been 
made by the Premier on Tuesday, that 
these papers would be brought dowiT wncn 
tho Oovernment saw fit. He tiiereifore moved : 
*' Whereas on the ISch January last the 
legialatnce was informed that the govern- 
ment, aotine under authority of the railway 
aid ant, 1803, gave a provincial guarantee of 
interest on the bonds of the Nakusp and 
Slooon railway company, and that in ar- 
ranging the details of the agreement with 
the company the alternative right of guar- 
anteeing the l)onda of the company, both as 
to principal and interest, had been reserved, 
and the papers upon the subject would be 
laid before the house ; and whereas on the 
Slat January last the Ho-use requested that 
copies of all orders in council, and other 
papers in connection with tho Nakuep and 
Slocan railway, be phtcnd before it ; and 
whereas the lepiulaturc eo far has noc re- 
ceived any of tho papers upon this important 
subject, but, on the contrary, tho Attor- 
ney-General, when ((uestioned as to the 
probability of their early reception by the 
house, gave from hia place in the assembly 
an evasive and unsatisfactory reply ; be it 
therefore resolved, that this house requires 
an immediate conipliance with tho promise 
given at the opening of tho session with re- 
spect to the papers upon the subject of tho 
guarantee of the interest, or of ;ho proposed 
guarantee of tho interest and the principal 
of the bonds of the Xaliusp and Slocan rail- 
way company, and with its resolution of the 
.3l3t ultimo with respect to information re- 
garding tho same railway," 

Hon. Mh Davie, speaking on the ques- 
tion of privilege, for he thought it very 
(jucstiouuble if the motion waa in order, said 
there appeared to bo no foundation for the 
complaint just made, ns there hid been no 
refusal to lay the pap.srs before tho house 
and no evasive or insulting language ha.d 
been used. Tho answer ho hud nude on 
Tuesday was not aa recited, but simply that 
the papers would be Vrought down in duo 
time. This would bo done. The resolution 
to which reference was made was simply an 
echo of the speech from the throne, which 
had already distinctly stated that the 
papers would be subniittod, and if the gov* 
ernment had not been willing to do this, 
they certainly would not have consented 
that the house should pass the order. He 
held, liowever, that it would be u very un 
business like prnceeding to bring down this 
information pieoemeal, and thus have a dis 
onssion on the stt^jeot perhaps be- 
fore the government were in a posi- 
tion to St.. le their reasons and inteu- 
tiona, and the whole matter would then 
have to he goiio over ng.iin when the bill 
was introduced, with the complete eorres- 
pondenco. A concluaive answer to the 
reaolutiou, hoviover, was that the papers 
asked for are not yet ready, but ihey and 
tho bill ivould bo brought down just aa soon 
as could bo. It; would expedite the public 
buainess more to proceed in a regular and 
orderly manner than to tako up tho time of 
the house in auch needleuo discussion. 

The lji'K.\KKR said it would have boon 
much be tter for tho aaiefy of the resolution 
if tho v.'ord3 complained of by tho mover 
had been taken down at tho time. It v;aa 
hardly in order to discuas in this way words 
not so taken down. What might appear to 
one member to have been an evasive answer 
might have appeared to another as quite 
eatisfaotory. When an important question 
like this was to bo raised, aifootini; the wel- 
fare of the novernmout, the regular two 
days' notice should have been given. If 
requested to rule upon tho resolution, ho 
would have to aak time to do it. There had 
been no refusal shown ; it had not been 
shown, even that the papers are yet pre- 
ptred. 

Hon. Mr. FooiiEY said that the adoption 
of the xeBolntion quoted by Mr. Beaven was 
nothing more than a needless request for 
something promised in the speech from the 
throne. The Attorney General bad stated 
on Tuesday that the papers would be 
brought down with the bill, and there was 
no ground whatever forfdeolarlng that this 
answer had been "evasive and uusatiafac- 
tory." 

Mil. HtiNTiiR inquired of tho mover pre- 
cisely what ho meant by the expreasion 
"immediately" in hia resolution — whether 
he meant that tho papers were to be on 
hand in half an hour, or an hour, or a day 
or a week, 

Hon, Mii. Bkaven replied that "immed- 
iately" meant that tho Government thould 
comply with the order of the Houao as aoon 
as they possibly can do eo. 

The resolution was lost on division of 10 
to 19.

Hon. Mil. Beavkn moved : "Where- 
as tho Victoria Daily Tiinea published 
on Monday, tho u'Oth day of January, 
1891, a pnjspectui! relating to the 'Cranbrook 
estate company , limited,' which atatea that, 
the company has been formed for the pur- 
p !3e of a'.'quiring, dovolnpiug undeelling the 
Cranbrool; eatate, containing 18,000 uorea 
of land, 1 ,.'00 acres of which will comprise 
the lowDsite of Cranbrook, in tho Kaat 
Kootenay valley, in the Province of British 
Columbia, and that the vendor ia Lt. Col. 
the Hon. Jamea Baker, provincial secretory, 
miuiatcr of minea and miniater of education 
of British Columbia, who will join the 
board of directors after allotment of the 
shares ; and whereas there is appended to 
the said prospectus u copy of a 
report of Mr. A. P. I'umniins, 
stipendiary magistrate, gold commia- 
sioner, government a^'cut and provincial 
laud aurveyor, dated from the provincial 
government oUice at Donahi, B C, ad 
dressed to Colonel tho Hon. James Baker, 
Victoria, in which Mr. Cummins, amongst 
other things, stitea that he considers th^t a 
fair valuation of the Cranbrouk estate would 
be twelve dollars per acre all round, ex- 
clusive of the tovrnsite, with regard to 
which he says : ' I cannot attempt a valua- 
tion of the townsito property. I may, ho a'- 
ever, mention that lots in the mining towna 
of Nelaon and Kaslo, which have recently 
sprung up in W'est Kootenay, have 
been selling at from §500 to lf3,0<XJ 
each.' And whereas it is further 
stated in the prospeetus that the in- 
formation contained aa to the Cranbrook 
estate and aa to other matters affecting ila 
value, baa been aupplied to the directora by 
tho vendor, and that the vendor ia the 
provincial secretary, minister of education 
and minister of mines n( British Columbia ; 
Bo it therefore resolved I bat this house 
views with disapprob.itir)n and regret thu use 
by a minister of tho crown of hia odicial 
position in tho province, and of tho ollioial 
position of an agent of tho government, in 
order to assist in promoting in Great Britain 
a land speculation of this character." In 
explanation of his motion Hon. Mr. Bi'aven 
emphasized tho fact that Hon. Col, I5aker 
was on a public mission to ICagland at the 
time, and though travelling at tho public 
expense he had apparently used his time for 
tho promotion of his own private buaineaa. 
Hu thought the fact thit) tho official titles 
of tho minister had been used in this con- 
nection, and that use had also been made of 
tho name of a servant of tho province in 
connection with tha report on tho lands, 
called for the condemnation of the house. 

Hon. Mk. Davie said that wh'it had 
occurred waa the insertion in an opposition 
organ, without the knowledge of the Hon. 
Col. B:kkcr, a prospeotaa declaring on its face 
that it wis for private piroalntion only, and 
which related to a petfeotly legitimate tn-ns- 
aotion in the. private affitirs of thatgentlo- 
man. Be failed to observe anything to con- 
demn in tho prospectus quoted 01* in tho 
conduct of the parties connected with it. 
Briilly stated, it would appeor that Col. 
B.ikor ia poaseased of an estate believed to 
bo rich iu timber and minerals, as well as 
valuable for agricultural purposes, likely to 
be a profitable investment to. .thoao . who 
have 8nffioienti'-<'»eaDa^?-'t»o develop it

A POLITICAL ROMANOER. 

Tho org;vn of the Opposition is both ir- 
ritable and uureasonablo. It is angry be- 
cause a deleqation has been sent from Chilli- 
■wack to look after the interests of tliat part 
of the Now Westaiinster Bii^trict, and it 
arrogates to itself the attribute of omni- 
soience when it asserts without qualification 
that " the Premier and a few of the fiithful 
have aimply planned the deletjation aoheme 
for efifeot," This ia an instance of one of 
the peculiar habits of our contemporary. 
It states one of its own imaginings 
for a faot and then malieB ita fiction tlie text 
of a Boorohing oritioism on the offenders of 
ita own creation. As a grievance manu 
faoturer and political romancer the Times 
is hard to beat, lint it should be careful 
that its roniancea should have tho appear 
ance of truth. When it makes a positive 
aaiertfon respecting a matter about which 
it cannot possibly know anything, there 
tnnat be some of its readers sharp enough to 
see that It would be utter folly to place the 
slightest reliance on its statementa. The 
simple truth is tliut the Premier had no 
more to do with tjetting up the Chilliwack 
delegation than had Sir John Thompsan or 
Mr. Laurier. This is of course not news to 
tlie Tinjes rnniancer. 



THE GIPHERilR'S DEFENDER. 

Xbe Times ought to know that it is foolish 
as well as Illogical to produce incidental and 
indirect as well as irrelevant evidence in 
support of a position, when positive and 
direct testimony ia obtainable. In its zeal 
to back up Mr, Kitchen's figures it quotes 
part of tbe reports of election speeches to 
convince its readers that Mr. Charles Wil- 
son did not run his election in Victoria as a 
supporter of tho Government when J,Ir. 
Wilson's decUratiou of his intentions 
and principles over his own sig- 
nature could be found with far less labor 
■and oonld be maob more conveniently cited. 
Jn tliat deoUtation Mr. WUaon avowed bim- 
«elf " an independent aapporter of the Gov- 
drntneut," and there is not a single word in 
the report quoted by the Times withdraw- 
ing or contradicting that avowal. There can 
be no question that Mr. Kitchen appropri- 
ated what did not belong to him or his party 
when he added the votes cast for Mr. Wilson 
to those cast for the opponents of the Gov- 
ernment, " Convey, the wise it call. Steal? 
foh ! a fico for the phrase." 

Our contemporary is as weak in grammar 
OS it is in lofjio. It waa tlie Government aa 
it then oziated which was attacked by tho 
petitioning separatists j and it was tho Gov- 
ernment as it then existed that defended 
itself against accusations and allegations of 
the petitioners. We are pretty sure that 
the Opposition aro by this time ready to 
pronoucce Mr. Kitchen aa a political arith- 
metician a failure of the flattest kind. 

SBLSGTION OF CANDIDA TES. 

Tiie electors in many of the constituencies 
of the Province are oonsidoring who shall 
represeni them in tho next Legislative 
Assembly. It ia to be hoped that thoy will 
not choose rashly or on purely personal 
grounds. The electors abonld be careful 
that tho man who repteaenta them in the 
Legislature should be a credit to their 
ssgaoity. It aometlmes happens that the 
disinterested observer wonders what in tho 
world the electors saw in an occupant of ono 
of the chairs of tho LoRialativo chamber to 
choose him as tlioir representative. It 
would appear that ho was chosen for his un- 
fitness rather than for his fitness to perform 
the duties of a legislator. It might be sup- 
posed that any man of ordinary discernment 
might see that ho would prove a failure. 

A man to be selected for a place requiring 
for tho performance of its duties sonic know- 
ledge of affairs, fair business capacity, tho 
ability to express his ideas in decent Kng- 
lish, and tho exercise of sound common 
sense, should certainly be known to possess 
thoaequalifiofttiona In a fair degree befpre 
the eleotors would think , of sending him' io 



the legislature. But it often happens that 
hardly a thought ia given to the candidate's 
ability to do the work of a legislator. He 
is chosen through ,some influence or on ac- 
count of Bonie preference that has as little 
as possible to do with either his moral or 
his intellectual qualifications for tho very 
important position ho is ambitious to occupy. 

Wo aro very far from thinking that it re- 
quires brilliant talents, highly cultivated, 
to make a good representative of a district. 
It may hopp'en that a clever and well- 
educated man may be wanting ia those 
qualitioa that are neoeasary to make him a 
useful member of tho Legislature. Ho may 
be a man of foda and crotohots who can 
never be " broken in " to work with other 
men. He may be ao wiie a man in his own 
conceit and may set so high a value upon 
his own opinions that it would be utterly 
impossible for him to make tho compromises 
which tho niembora of doliborativo bodies 
must ogreo to before thoy can do business, 
A mm who is not ready to " give and take" 
haa no business to be in the Legislative 
Assembly. 

It ia necessary that a reprosontativo of 
the people should speak fairly well. l>ut a 
chatterer or a " blatherskite " ia about the 
worst man that a couatituenay can cliooao. 
A man who is perpetually talking, who will 
speak on every subject, whether he under- 
stands It or not, soon gets to havo no influ- 
ence in tbe Houao. Ke ia regarded aa sound- 
ing braHS and tinkling eynibal, and when he 
haa anything to aay that ia reuUy worth 
henriug— which, to tell the truth, is not 
often— ho is not listened to. 

Tho bore who, when he is wound up, talks 
and talks and talks, in a dull, monotonous 
way until every ono of his liearors becomes 
uneasy and disgusted, ia alinoat us great a 
nuisance as the empty-headed blatherakite. 
Men who are addicted to tho hubit of 
prosing are generally loose thinkers who do 
not often throw light on the subject under 
discussion. They are drags on tho transac 
tion of business and aro altogether out of 
place among practical men. Tho people 
should keep both tho chatterers and tho 
bores out of the Legialutive Aaaeinhly. 

Tho men who make their mark in legislat 
ivo bodies, and the men who are useful to 
their constituents and the country, are those 
who know how to work and who are willing 
to work. Good talking is required in such 
bodies, but good working is much more of 
fective. The man who is knov/n to be ! 
good worker and who is reliable is far pre 
fcrable as a representative to tbe mere 
talker, let his character be ever so good in 
other respects. Yet it is the talkers who 
make the most show and attract the most 
attention at public meetings and other 
gatherings. But tho electors should not ol 
low themselves to place too high an esti- 
mate on tho mere ability to talk. They 
should bo always on the look-out for tho 
men who prefer acting to talking. 

It seems to ns that experience is not al 
ways snfScIently considered by electors 
when they aro seeking a man to represent 
them. Yet experience in doing public busi 
nees, like experience in all other kinds of 
work, goes for a groat deal. Other things 
being equal, it is always safer to choose the 
man who has had experience than 
tho man who has had none. It 
follows from this that tho member 
who has served a constituency satisfactorily 
should have the preference ovor the new 
and inexperienced candidate. It is always 
good policy to encourage diligent and faith- 
ful service. The district that is continually 
on tho look out for a re'v man ia very sel- 
dom indeed well represented. It, however, 
sometimes happens that a representativo 
outlives his ueefulnees, or that his principles 
aro not in accordance with those of tho ma- 
jority of the conatitaency. In auch a case a 
change is necessary, but ordinarily, if a 
member has done his duty fairly well and if 
tho constituency approve of his principles it 
is in their interest and in the interest of the 
whole Province to re-elect him. 

It haa always acetr.ed to us to be regretted 
that personal likea and dislikes and consid- 
erations outside a man's fitness to do 
tho work of ^ member of the 
Legislature should have so much to do as 
thoy have had with tho selection of a candi- 
date and tho election of a member. The 
man who haa the good of tho Province and 
tho conatituency at heart will give his voice 
and his vote for the man whom he believes 
to be the most capable, no matter what his 
personal feeling towards him may be. It 
should alwaya be remembered that the man 
who ia elected to tho Legislature and who 
does his duty faithfully makea every voter 
in tho city or district be represents his debt- 
or. The elector who votes for a capable man 
is acting in hia own interest. He does not 
confer a favor on the man whom he ohooses 
to look after hia intereata in the Legislature; 
the obligation is rather the other way. 



what could not be brought about by per- 
siatenv.irooteg^^XIia when 
it aayafwat annexation - or ':iBriU^^ connec- 
tion is the only alternative open to the peo- 
ple of Canada, It prefers the continuation 
of Briiish oonneotiou for the following 
reasona, among others: 

Having thus narrowed the choice to 
British connection and annexation, our path 
ia soon taken. There is not oven an allur- 
ug glamor in tho direction of political ab- 
sorption and national extinction. British 
connection meana tho perpetration of tho 
name, tho identity, and the practical inde- 
pendence of Canada. American connection 
moans the submersion of the Canadian 
name, tho division and deatructiou of tho 
Canadian identity and tho degradation of 
Canadian practical autonomy to tlio doubt- 
ful plan of " Statea rights." The Maritime 
provincea would, become a still farther iso- 
lated Maine ; Quebec, a Louisiana ; Ontario, 
a Michigan ; and tho limitless weat, the 
plunder of New York and Chicago speou- 
ators. 

Tho advantages of British connection to 
Canada aro written in italics upon our hia- 
'iory. Thero would often havo been no 
Canada without British connection. Then 
had oxiatonco been vouchsafed us, we must 
again and again have submitted to tyran- 
nous injustice at the hands of our neighbors, 
had wo not had British power behind us to 

ensure respect for our rights 

Tho far-away fear thot British connection 
may drag us into a European war, one of 
theao days, is not half so real a thing us tho 
surety that this connection perpetually 
saves us from the incalculable humiliation 
and wrong of a lost wor, without even tho 
satisfaction of. fighting and losing it. Then 
tho fear of being meddled with during an 
European war ia very unsubstantial so long 
aa Britain coninnuida the ocean. An enemy 
that inuat cross tlia aeaa tr> striko us, has 
tho Britiah tloet to conquer first. 

Canada's status as an almost wholly inde- 
pendent nation, or as an integral part of the 
British Empire, would bo far preferable to 
ita losing ita individuality l)y bein;; absorbed 
by the United Statea. CominercinUy, too, 
it would be better oil under British connec- 
tion than by b-aing brought under tho 
American coromeroial and financial systems. 
The late depression — if it is late— in the 
United States has convinced many Cana- 
dians that completo comnierciul union with 
the United Statea ia not by any means do- 
•irablo. Besides, there aro sentimental 
objoctiona to desertion of Great Britain and 
union with the United States, which are, 
perhaps, all tho stronger for being senti- 
mental. Aa tho Star very truly says : 
" British connection is the steadfast desire 
of every raio and creed that goes to make 
up the population of Canada ; and there is 
not tho faintest use for any campaigners 
from the outside to try and cloud the dear 
knowledge of what Is best for us."

Tho back was 
covered with a " network " of postal stamp- 
ings, from which, aa far us they were de- 
cipherable in the confused mass, it wuh 
learned that the letter originally arrived at 
San Francisco on March 2, which it left tho 
following day, reaching Sydney March 2(j, 
arriving at Annandale March 27, returning 
to Sydney March 28, and for tome reason or 
other which ia undiacoverablo receiving 
further attentions from tho Sydney post 
ollice clerk on March :iO. On July Hi it 
ouco more wont out to Annandale or came 
back from thence, finding its way to the 
dead letter oOioo, Sydney, four days lat<ir. 
There it seems to have rested until tho HOth 
January, when it made a move to Ottawa, 
whioh it left for Victoria on February 1, 
reaching Victoria on the 7th instant. Tho 
record of this letter is one of tho moat arrant 
orelesaneaa on the part of the Sydney poat 
otTice authorities, numerous uommunica- 
tions, both before and since the original 
date of the letter, having passed between 
tho parties corresponding, while on the 
strongth of the same address two Victorians 
have visited the person at AnDandalc, cor- 
reapondenoe with whom was interrupted by 
official negleot somewhere in Australia. 
Twice before have letters between the same 
correspondents been made to miscarry, 
which is tho more roprebensible since 
Annandale ia o.ily a suburb of Sydney, with 
constant car communication, and thoro haa 
been no failure on tho part of the addressee 
to incjuiro for letters immediately on tho 
arrival of tho mail stoamors from thia side.

The attendance of visitors at tho market 
hall yesterday pliinly showed the largo 
number of people who take an interest in 
pet atock and enjoy n chance of comparing 
the qualities of well-bred doga and poultry. 
Such shows as, the association are giving 
should certainly receive support from all 
lovera of animals, aa they oncourago a taato 
for tho best breeds of canines and have a 
tendency to make people think how much 
more satisfactory it is to keep a well-bred 
animal than a mongrel. 

Judging the dogs was finished yesterday, 
and the varlou's places awarded with 
the exception of many of the spocials, which 
take some some little time to aottlo. The fo.-c 
terriers though numerous cannot bo said to 
be. particularly good as a whole. The first 
prize dog, however, waa very fair in body, 
though his head waa poor, and in that class 
there were few doga worth mentioning. The 
aame might ba aaid of bitches and puppies, 
Mr. Patterson's pair of Bedliogton terriers, 
though there was no olass for them, well 
deserved the first prize they secured — they 
are exoeedingly.fine animala. 

In Irish settora Mr. H. Chapman'a Pat 
and Mr. Turner's Gip ore fine little repre- 
sentatives of this famous breed ; all tho reat 
were properly disqualified as they showed 
unmistakeable signs of a mixture of Scotch 
terrier. The Iriah setters are far above the 
average it -may be noted, and Mrs. Perrin'a 
Ireland Yet and Dr. Duncan's Pat are won- 
derfully perfect animals. 

Iu coliiea tlio contoat for specials waa 
cloBo. Mr. J. B. Carmichaol'a Metchley 
Flurry won tho prize for tho best of this 
breed in the show, while Mr. Miller is the 
owner of tho beat pup. 

Dr. Milno carried off tho first prize in 
cocker apauiela with hia black dog Captain 
Hunter, and hia bitch Duck won first for 
the beat bitch of any color. The fine medal 
presented by U. Uatiiikou, V.S., for tho 
heat cocker apaniela alao waa taken by Dr. 
Milne'a unimala. The apocial prizs^ for the 
beat English setter, any sex, was won by P. 
I. Packard's Addie Gladstone, and in Iriah 
setters Mrs. Perriu's Ireland Yet headed 
the list. 

Still the judging of the well-filled poultry 
department goea on, and Mr. S. Tyler, the 
judge, is showing himself to be a careful 
and eminently suceasful man in the ex- 
tremely difficult position. Ho polished off 
a good many varieties yeatorday, but it waa 
not possible in view of tho many birds he 
had to handle, for him to finish tho whole 
of the different varieties. It might be sug- 
gested here that it would be an improve- 
ment at the next exhibition to have all the 
coops raised at least three feet from the 
floor, as when they are too low the birds do 
not show to advantage. The single birds 
would be none the worse 61 a little larger 
space, and the doors should be constructed 
ao that the judgo could handle the birds 
more conveniently. These, however, are 
minor points, the ahow being really credit- 
ably arranged. 

The conteat was keen inmany of thobroeds 
particularly in Plymouth Rocks and Log- 
horns. Tho white Leghorna, taking them 
all through, are magnificent, and excited 
great admiration. There were not a groat 
many of the awards posted up yeaterday, so 
that it was impossible to learn tho names of 
the ownera of moat of the birda, but it 
might be mentioned that in Silver Laced 
Wyandoltea Mr. C. W. Riley aeemed to 
have everything hia own way, and divided 
honoia in barred Plymouth Rocks with 
Flett Bros and J. S. Bowkcr. The show 
will close this evening.

mant uutil tlio ciipitaliiib tukes hold of them, 
nud it appeura that at tho outset. Col, 
Biker has been successful in enlisting in his 
enterpriifo some of tho loading oiipitiilists iu 
England. It is uppareut to anyone that 
succiiaa in inducing such gentlemen to inter- 
eat theiuaulvca iu British Columbia's 
ofluira is what is wanted to open 
up the unduvtloped resources of tho 
country. Ic stiiiMlsto reason that without 
Buch aid Ihiij counr.rj' must ever remain in 
thobacUivard ut^'.to in which, until recent 
years, it al-.vay.i was, and it ia only by the 
enlisting of foreign capital into the develop- 
ment of tho country that tho industries 
of tho country can thrive. It seems 
that the only olijoction which those bringing 
forward thia roaolution havo is tho fact tliat 
Col. Baker's name ia uaod aa a promoter ; 
that tho property is his, and that in tho 
prospectus his full titlo is given aa Pro- 
Tinoial Secretary, and the objection is to his 
official posicioD being mentioned inpromoting 
in Great Britain a land speculaiiou. The 
same objection would apply to any upecula- 
tion of a personal character so that the gen- 
eral principle relied upon must bo that no 
person holding an oilicinl position should 
allow himself to be deacribod in his official 
oapaoity iu reapeot to any private apecula- 
tion. .Life insurance oompanios, banks, 
railTVfty companies, water-works, dock com- 
panies, and a thousand aimilar enterprises, 
are all speculations, sod so the names, if a 
Diiniater of the orown or a person high in 
offioial position happens to ho a director, 
should be dropped from the prospectus of 
any suoh conoerna. That is at variance 
with the ethics of pnhlio life throughout 
the world, as consideration of many in- 
stances which maj' bo cited will show. It 
is customury to uae iu Great ]5ritain tho 
full description of people in the highest po- 
sition who happen to promote and bo con- 
nected with priv;^to institutions, aa, for in- 
atauce, the lir. Hon. Sir John Lubbock, who 
was chancfilur of tlie Duchy of Liiicasler, 
appears on tiio advcrtioenient of tho Pelican 
life ineurauce company aa one of its directora. 
The Premier read a long list of the names of 
men promine nt in otlicial positions in Great 
Britain aiinilarly used, including those of 
Sir John Gorst, tx Chicf Secretary for In- 
dia and Solicitor General ; Hon. D. R. 
Plunkett, ex First Commissioner of Works ; 
Hon. V\'. L Jackson, ex-Chief Secretary for 
Ireland ; Hon. J. Ackera Douglaa, ex-Lord 
of tho Treasury ; Hon. Sir Albert Rollit, 
ex-President of the Board of Trade ; Hon. 
Sir \Vm. Hart Dyke, ex-vice president of 
tho council ; IIou. Sir Michael Hicks lieaoh, 
ox-Chief Secretary for Ireland ; Sir Richard 
Webster, ex-Attornoy General, nil these 
having been members of Lord Salisbury's 
last government, and the following members 
of the present government : Rt. Hon. A. J. 
Mundella, president of tho board of trade ; 
Rt, Hon. G. Shaw-Lefovre, first commis- 
sioner of works ; Rt. Hon, H. H, Fowler, 
president of tho local government board ; 
Sir Chas. Russell, attorney-general ; Rt. 
Hon, J, B. Balfour, lord advocate, all of 
whose ofBoial titles are stated at full length 
In connection with the positions which thoy 
hold on the directorate of oonimercial enter- 
prises of various descriptions. As in Great 
Britain, so in Canada. A now life insurance 
company was started soma years ago, the 
North American Life, and tho Hon. Alexan- 
der Mackenzie's name was in the prospectus 
of that company as managing director Vi'hilo 
he was prime minister of Canada. Another 
life iosurance ccmpany, the Manufacturers' 
Life, was started only a few yeara ago un- 
der the auspices of Sir John Mucdonald, who 
was also its managing director, and, to com- 
pare Bmnll things with great, his own 
name (Mr. Davie't) at tho present time 
appears upon tho prospectus and 
in tho advr.rcisement of that company as 
ono of its directora. So far for precedent, 
by which it is conclusively shown that not 
only is there nothing wroog, so far as Col. 
Baker's connection with this company ia 
concerned, but. that tho use of his name in 
tho way lliat has been done is calculated to 
be of tho highest service to tho Province 
and is in accordauee with precedent. But 
there ia ooe phase of this transaction which 
moat certainly does exhibit real want of 
principle and ignorance of the first features 
of honesty and that ia tho unblushing 
appropriation of a private and confidential 
document to a ute other than it was intended 
for. We can understand this with tho 
newspapers who are given to piracy some- 
times, the appropriating without tho 
alightcst acknowledgment of tho viows and 
aayioga of other people. This is 
termed piracy. But here, in the 
lan|;uage of Gilbert, they havo not been 
ashamed to " vary piracee wi th a littloburg- 
lary," or what is almost equally dis- 
honest, by appropriatini; a document 
that they knew was never intended for 
them to thsir own use. He was sur- 
prised that the hon. gentlemen opposite did 
not see what a wofal exhibition they aro 
making of themselves before the country by 
this and similar actions, It would appear 
that they did not, for tho other day wo find 
one of their mombera utterly blind to tho 
impropriety of appropriating to his use 
documents which he knew came to his pos- 
sessionby accident. Ho asked didlion, gentle- 
men opposite think that tho public aro not 
watching them ; that they do not recognize 
dishonesty when thoy aeo it; and that, whe- 
ther it bo open robbery or whether it bo 
purloining and pilfering, such as hou. 
gentlemen oppoaito glory in being parties 
to, they may bo perfectly sure that tho 
overwhelming bulk of the electorate is honest 
in principle iiud of fair intolligence, and will 
not fail to mark with its disapproval the 
conduct of men who can descend to such 
fraudulent devices. Such of thorn who 
think that tho country might bo batter 
governed, when they turn to tho oppo- 
nents of tho present govornment and find 
men of the class that the oppo- 
sition have shown themselves, shrink 
from them with terror and say ; 
"Well, tho governmeat is bad; bnt 
from the other side, - deliver . US. "- 
Hon. gentlemen oppoaito seemed j' to\be 
ut'terlv :u£fable to understand thai it {s, jnsii^ 
BS.dishoDeat .to appropriate that which by 
ohaaoo.findBC ita way into their hands, but 
WM'not'iatended'forthom, na it would bo 
to openly rob a man upon tho highway of 
bis watob ,and ohaln. Ho had attempted 
bath now and at other times to domonstrato 
to these hon, gentlemen tho abaoluto'dis- 
honesty of their procedure, that in suoh con- 
duct ao thoy are now upholding, tho appro- 
priating to ueee other than those of the 



owner of information confessedly of o pri- 
vate nature, they have been guilty of just as 
gross a piece of pilfering aa the heathen 
Chineo who enters a hen . rooat at 
night and steals the Brahma chickens. 
(Laughter.) If these men were held ac 
countable for their actions they muat bo 
considered ciuito us guilty na tho chicken 
thieves. If ho asked an acquaintance to 
dinner and found him pocketing tho spoons, 
ho might on tho spur of tho moment conio 
to tho conclusion that ho waa u thief and 
call a policeman, but a more charitably in- 
clined man mif^ht conceive of a state of mind, 
on tho part of the olfeodcr, which would de- 
prive his doings of their criminality. Ho 
might say, "It ia kleptomania only." That 
excuse might keep tho pilferer from jail, 
but still, continued Air. Davie, I 
should not ask him into my 
houGo any more. Applying tho most 
charitablo construction to honorablo gon- 
tleineu opposite, they aro political 
kleptomaniacs, not responsible for their 
aotioua. Tiiia view might in charity relievo 
tho criminality of their notion, on tho 
grouud that, blinded by prejudice, they do 
not distiuguiah right Irom wrong, but in 
tho eyes of tho world the kleptomaniac ia 
not favored. Aa tho man who ia found 
actually pocketing tho spoona would not bo 
again invited to tho houso, so tho voters 
who havo found tho opposition, ao to apeak, 
pocketing the spoons, will take gooi care 
never to invite thorn to their house of par- 
liament again. 

Hon. Mr. Beaveh rose to dieolaim any 
connection with obtaining surreptitious pos- 
session of the proapcotns, and stated that it 
came into his possession only in the Times. 

Ho.v. Mr. Davie — Do you mean to_ say 
you did not ace the line " for private oirou- 
lation only." 

HoK, Mr. Beaveh— I saw the whole 
thing, (Hear, hear !) 

Mjl. Bkow.v spoke in support of tho 
resolution, but said he supposed the mem- 
lura oppoaito would whitewash this min- 
ister as they bad the President of the Coun- 
cil and tho Attorney-General by their votes 
of tho past few days. 

Hon, Col liAKiii^ expressed surprise that 
even the deairo of the mover of this roaolu- 
tion to tack himself on to the "independ- 
ent " party had blinded him to the unenvi- 
able position ho occupied in connection 
with this oontemptiido plot, for such 
it was. Ho would atatu the circumatanoes 
and leave the houso and tho public 
to judge between him and his accusers. 
Unfortunately he had suHered, iu common 
with other people, in consecjueuce of the 
recent depression, and his estate — tho Cran- 
brook esiato— had become enoumhered with 
a mortgage indebtedness. Ho made an at- 
tempt to consolidate the several mortgagea 
in one, to bo represented by first mortgage 
debentures. When these were paid olf tho 
holders would bo the possessors of one half 
of the estate. Then and not until then he 
would under the terina of the proposition be 
put into posseaaiou Of the other half. Those 
who read the prospeotna could see in 
it the n&me of a gentleman holding the 
highest position in thia ooantry, and gentle- 
men of established poaition in Bogland also, 
whoae namea were a guarantee of 
the proposition. He would tell tho 
house how thia prospectus came to 
bo made publio. The member from 
Chilliwack (Sir. Kitchen) had a farm pupil 
whose father ia in England and had sent 
out a copy of the prospectus, Mr. Kitchen, 
thinking he had discovered in this another 
private document, hied a.vay to his master 
in this sort of buaintaa in Vancouver, Mr. 

Cotton 

Mil. Cotton excitedly rose and askod that 
these words be taken dowu ; aud thoy were 
accordingly carefully and emphatically re- 
peated for that purpoae. 

Col. Baker proceeded to say that shortly 
afterwards there appeared in tho News- 
Advortieer, of which Mr. Cotton is editor, a 
most soandaloua letter, headed "A Revela- 
tion," to which there was no namo signed. 
Thia letter waa defamatory to him person- 
ally and designed to prevent the sale of his 
property in England, the thought of those 
working against him being that if 
tho company could not be floated 
tho result would probably be to 
bring ruin upon him. Whoever wrote 
that letter waa a aooundrel of the lowest 
type, and nothing would give bim greater 
pleasure than to say this to his lace if he 
know who the writer was. Tlien, knowing 
that remarks made in the house are not action- 
able, the gentlemen oppoaite had this \^xoy■ 
pectus advertised in tho Times, at a cost of 
ho heard, and they had gone to theleader 
of the opposition, thinking that iiis reputa- 
tion is perhaps alittle bettor than their own, 
to get him to take up this contemptible piece 
of work, the sole intention of wliioh waa to 
take ndvantngo of bin financial ill-luck to 
pull him down. Ho deecribed the attempt 
as cowardly to a degree, and said that until 
ho aaw the notice on tho paper ho could not 
have conceived it poasil)lo that the leader of 
the opposition would havo lent himself to 
such an uuderlakiug. He pointed out the 
absurdity of the contention that because ho 
went to England on business ho should not 
while there have taken the opportunity to 
look after his private alTairs. 

Du. W.vTT moved an amendment con- 
dcmniog the uao tiiat. luul been imide of a 
private document publiahcd without author- 
ity ; and ho made a spceoh strongly con- 
demning the cou''se of the opposition in this 
matter, 

AddreHses in favor of the resolution were 
made by Messrs. Forstor and Semlin. 

Mb, Hontbr told tho house the history 
of the publication of the prospectus. Ho 
said the "constitutional league," tho oppo- 
sition and tho indypeudent party had handed 
together to aeeurc the inaertion of tho ad- 
vortiscnient in tho Times, and he believed 
thiy all paid up pretty well their aaaesamcnt 
towards the ijlio except tho hon. loader of 
the opposition, who would not pay more 
than two bits, on tho ground that ho would 
have to do tho dirty work in tho house ; 
and tho member for Vancouver, who declined 
on tho ground that ho had already incunod 
tho expense and odium of publishiog'lho 
matter. Though tho prospectus was marked 
"for private circulation only" they had 
paid for having it inserted in the Times, 
and had founded on it the miserable attempt 
of to-day. 

Mk. BooTir thought the Provincial Sec- 
retary's speech was a complete justification 
of his course. Ho advisod that tho amend- 
ment should be withdrawn, aa it might bo 
taken to convey tho moaning that tliere is 
something to conceal ; and ho would liko to 
see tiio resolution voted down dircotly. 

Mu. CoTTO.'/ claimed that the letter men- 
tioned by the Provincial Secretary had been 
published in tho Nows-Advortiaor iu his 
absence, and on his return he found it had 
been written by a gentleman well known 
in Montreal and,.in . this city and who was 
well aoqaainte'd wi^-|th'e estate in question. 
I'li was truei'^as atatied, that another letter 
bad b8en~ written ia arid publiehod in his 
paper wbioh endorsed the yaluo placed up- 
lin the property. He denied that there was 
any political purpoae in the publication of 
tho first letter, 

Mu, Kitchen claimed that the prospec- 
tus had been Bent to him from England with 
a request for advice as to inveating in the 
shares of tho company, and said he had an- 
swered that tho writer had hotter leave the

ing with a complaint that tho Colonist had 
not published in full the letter ho had pro. 
cured from tho chairman of the Maplo 
Ridge meeting with a view to exculpate 
himself from the suspicion of having at- 
tempted to secure poaseseion of a dooumeat 
mislaid by the Attorney-General. 

Dr Watt aaked leave to withdraw his 
amendment, in view of the objection sug- 
gested by Mr. Booth, aud thia leavo was 
granted. 

Mr. Hall cxpresaed regret that such a 
motion as that of tho leader of tho opposi- 
tion had disgraced tho legislature, and par- 
ticularly those who had introduced and sup- 
ported it. Ho had bten impressed with 
tho fact that tho leader of the 
oppositiou seemed half-hearted in 
his remarks, as if ho felt averse to having any 
connection with the matter, and that his 
masters in the houso had compelled bim to 
take this part. If tho Provincial Secretary 
or any other man holding publio poaition 
had engaged in an onterpriao such as this, 
to sell a valuable estate of which ho was 
the posjeaaor, and had not made use of his 
ollioial title to let the publio know just who 
it waa who had the property to aell, ho 
would simply be a great goose. He had 
been much s'ruck with the marvellous facil- 
ity of Mr. Kitchen for being concerned in 
tho publication of the private affairs of 
other people ; and with tho fact that that 
gentleman eccmcd willing to inflict any 
damugo on others, no matter how great, iu 
order to reap a potty, evancscout notoriety 
for himself. 

Hon. Mu. Pooi.tcv said he felt convinced 
that tho high character of the Minister of 
Education in this province had not been 
alfectcd by llio attack made in the resolu- 
tion moved by the leader of tlic oppoaition, 
which appeared to bo tho product of the 
onvy, hatred and malice and uncharitable- 
ncHS of tho goutlemen on the oiipoaite aide. 
Ho thought if these peraoual aLtacka were 
to be continued, they nhould nut be iiU on 
one aiile, but tho members supporting the 
government luiglit institute an imjuiry into 
tho tranaactions of some of tho hon. gentlo- 
men opposite, to aacortain, pi rhapa, what 
right aomo of them might have to Ijo in the 
house at all. Ho thought the Icaij.cr of the 
opposition had in this matter put suoh a 
Etnirch upon his political honor that all the 
whitewash which oould be applied would

Mr, Sword supported tho resolution on

Mr. Keith extollel Mr. Bonvcn for his 
action in thia matter, and compared that 
gentleman to Mosea when he oame down 
from the- Mount, saying that his face so 
shone with holy light that the Attorney- 
General aitting opposite eonld not look 
upon it. 

Dr. Milke denied that be had Bub> 
scribed to the fund for the insertion of the 
prospcctua in the Timea. Aa-to the resolu- 
tion, if it was not carried that would not do 
any great harm, but the Incident would 
show how careful public men should bo as to 
the use made of their official positions. 

Mr. Crokt spoke with reference to the 
value of tho estate, which ho showed to bo 
anything but the worthless property which 
it had been said to bo. 

Mr. Gra.nt thought that a great deal 
more hhd been luado out of tho proopootus 
than ought to have been, and tho only thing 
ho saw to find fault with was tho employ' 
mont of Mr. Cammins, u government olli- 
cial, to make a report upon the property. 

Hon. Col Uaker— It waa he who sur- 
veyed tho lund. 

Mji. Gka.nt said that was m doubt how 
it had occurred, but ho repeated that this 
was tlio only matter for regret in connection 
with tho business. He obaerved in the 
prospectus tho namo of Sir Jos- 
eph Truteh, which, ho thought, 
wua a aullicient guarantee to cvoryone 
in British Columbia of the honesty of the 
proposition, He saw in this resolution au 
attempt to hurt a mm when ho was down, 
in Unancial ilMuck, and ho for ono would 
not be a party to it, but would always be 
found ready to lend a helping hand to any- 
one in such a poaition. 

Hon, Mr, Beaven closed the debate with 
a loug address, justifying the publication of 
the prospectus and hia own course in mov- 
ing the resolution. He denied, however, 
that he had subscribed two bits towards tho 
expense of iho publication.

To THE luiiTOK ;— In diacu?aiiig tho rela- 
tions of Labor and Cajiital it in iicccsaary to 
remember that there are two at.andpoinla 
from which tho matter cau bo viewed : Ilrat 
the ethical or moral ; second the political or 
practical. Mr. Macdonald seems to me to 
confound the two, hence confusion of argu- 
ment. Mr. Maodouald admits that Lincoln 
ia right in sayiug that " Labor is prior to 
capital," and alao that " Capital is created 
by labor," but ho maintains that Preaideut 
Lincoln ia wrong in stating that " Labor ia 
independent of capital." He, however, 
qutthliea his position by inserting tho three 
little words, " in these days," thorebj- mov- 
ing the argument from tho tiret to tho sec- 
ond staudpoiut. It ic is admitted that labor 
ia prior to and the creator of capital, then 
assuredly it must be independent of it in 
the abstract. The power which creates 
must surely, be independent of the thing 
which is created by it. To assume otherwise 
is to maintain that the creator ia dependent 
upon the thing created, which ia absurd. This 
is arguing from the first standpoint ; now, on 
the other hand, from the second standpoint, 
every thinker will admit that " in these 
days," i.e. , under our present unjust and 
imperfect social and political conditions tho 
natural relative ppaition of labor and cap- 
ital baa been reversed and labor has not 
only ceased to bo independent of capital but 
has been enalaved by it. Labor to-day is 
tho abject slave of tho capitalist. 

If Mr, Macdonald supposed me to hold 
that under present conditions labor was 
indepsndent of capital, I can quite excuse 
him for calling mo irrational and fanatical ; 
such a contention would indeed bo absurd. 
Nor did President 'Lincoln convey tho idea 
that under unjust conditions and in- 
stitutions labor would continue independent 
iu Ilia message to Congress in IStil, for he 
pointed out that in tho eouutries of tho Old 
World labor had already boeu enslaved by 
the capitalist. Ho saw tho same 
evil looming in the , future of thia 
continent and cautioned the free 
workers of America against falling into such 
a pitablo condition, concluding with those 
ever memorable words, "Labor is prior to 
and inilependeut of capital — capital is only 
tho fruit of labor and never could have ex- 
isted if labor had not first existed, etc," 

Uofortunately the American people dia- 
regarded tho wiao caution of their great 
countryman and tho Amerioon. workini; 
claases of to day, are but little better off 
than those of England, Germany or Russia 
and as absolutely the wage slaves of the 
landlords and capitalists as the negroes were 
tho chattel slaves of the Southern planters. 
Could the great soul of Abraham Lincoln 
live with us now ho v/ould doubtleaa be 
found fighting as bravely for tho emancipa- 
tion of tho wagu slaves of to day aa ho did 
for tho poor chattel slaves of his own time. 

Doubtleas, aa Mr. Macdonald aays, there 
are few among the workers who would not 
willingly chaogo places with tho capitalist — 
it is only natural; but how much nobler 
and wiser ia it to strive after a 
condition of affairs in which our 
social institutions would not invert the 
order of natural law, but bo in conformity 
with it. That a small portiim of the 
liumau raco live in luxury and wealth, 
while the toiling masses struggle with one 
another in a competition for the wages of 
semi-starvation is tho truth we ore face to 
face with. How to remedy this stoto of 
alfaira is the problem we have to solve, 
Capitalistio industry will never solve it. 
As Carl Marx says : " Tho capitalistic 
frame will be burst; the death knell of 
capitalistio private property is sounded : 
tho appropriatora of the wealth earned by 
tho workera will be expropriated, Theio 
will ariae an amolgamation of freo labor 
which will collectively own tho earth and 
tho nieans of production created by labor." 

To assume, aa Seuator Macdonald does, 
that ihe capitalist is a sort of reservoir who 
onnscrvei! the waters of wealth " to dis- 
pijiin!! it afterwarda wiai;ly and usefully," ia 
an u.sauiiiptiou tho exact opposite of iho 
proven truth, and totally untenable. jMou- 
opolies of all sorts aro the basic source of 
all tho misery, and land monopoly isj tho 
ground-work of all other monopolies. The 
principle of Single Tax will tlostroy land 
monopoly. Is it not worth while trying, 
especially as wdiorover it has been but par- 
tially adopted the result has been peace and 
prosperity ? Senator Macdonald saya " nei- 
ther position touches him personally," but 
ho must be touched with compassion for 
Bufl'ering humanity.

The meeting of the Diocesan Literary 
and Scientifio Aaaociation, which was od- 
journo<l from last Thursday, was reaumod 
yesterday evening at the oithedral school- 
room. There was a lartce attendance of 
members and their friends, and several 
ladies were present, but the inolement 
weather doubtless prevented many from 
attending. Mr, Stoavonson again took the 
chair and onnouncod that tho object of tho 
meeting was to continue the diacussion on 
Mr. Soaife's nution that "The nationaliza- 
tion of the land in this Province would tend 
to the general prosperity of the com- 
munity.*" 

Mr. Redfern resumed the dtsoasaion and 
urged that, at the present stage of the col- 
ony's growth, it would bo impossible, how- 
ever desirable, to introduoe the system ; 
that itwonld entail great injustice. He 
pointed out '£bat the introdnotion of any 
sudden and radical change was detrimental, 
and instanced the suppression of slavery in 
the West Indies. If men oould not bold 
land, butonly Icaso it, there would be no 
inducement to people to go on tho land. 
They would not care to make improvements. 

Mr. Morloy opposed tho motion on tho 
ground of its immaturity. The mover op- 
peared to think that putting everyone on 
the land was necessary, Mr. Scaifo ob- 
jected to this construction being put upon 
his words. Mr. Moriey then said that 
there were other means of producing tho 
general welfare of tho community, 

Mr. Steavenson having vacated the chair 
which was then taken by Mr. Redfern, 
stated that he was opposed to the motion, 
and moved the following amendment : 

" That in tho opinion of this society the 
individual ownorahip of land has been from 
time immemorial tho essential concomitant 
of civilization, and is conducive alike to the 
welfare of tho individual and of tho body 
politic, and to tho prosperity ond advauco- 
ment of nations." 

Speaking to tho amendment, he said ho 
hoped to smash Mr. Scaifo entirely, and 
that in that room no more would be heard of 
a scheme that would throw the whole world 
back into a state of barbiriain. Tlio mover 
appeared to rely largely upon tho arL'umeiitB 
of Herbert Spencer. For hia part no had 
never heard of Mr. Herbert Spencer, but 
ho quoted Jeremy Bentham, and preferred 
to roly on men of action rather than on men 
who eat in their studies and did nothing 
but think. Mr. Scaife, in order to bo con- 
sistent, should go further, and not atop at de- 
priving people of thoir land, but should 
attack another cause of poverty and forbid 
the production of large families. The result 
of the introduction of such a system would 
be to throw land out of cultivation, which 
would be ruin to the community. 

Mr. Beaumont Boggs seconded tho amend- 
ment, and said there were many people who 
were prepared to agree with the greater 
part of theainglo tax programme, but there 
were some parta of it that he could not 
agree with. He believed that the land laws 
of this colony were nearly as perfect as poa 
sible, and that people who urged the nation- 
alization of tho land were boatin;^ tho air. 
An owner of land hero was really only 
ihc t-nant of tho state and held hia estate 
only subject to tho payment of taxes. Ho 
believed tho present system of education 
was at the root of tho evil. Farmers' sous 
were not educated to follow their fathers' 
footsteps, to go into the woods and open up 
land; they were too highly educated. 

Rev, Canon Boanlanda regretted that bo 
few speakers hud riaen on Mr. Scaifo's side. 
Ho very much deaired to hear his aide ably 
debated, because he felt that where there 
was smoke there must bo Sre and it devolv- 
ed on all people, when » wrong was sug- 
gested to earnestly endeavor to Qail it out 
andoureit. He wonld aak Mr. IScaifo ho,v 
the nationalisation of the land would bene- 
fis those paupers, per cent, of the popula- 
tion, who were not able bodied men. Ho 
believed that some other system of taxation 
than that proposed by the single tax men 
wonld be more desirable. A graduated in- 
come tax wonld have more benefit in reliev- 
ing a country of its poverty. 

hit, Coltart controverted the statement 
that the inheritance of vested interests was 
a g')od thing. Ho believed that tho younger 
getioralion had duties to do, tiiat they 
should not go on sleeping, but earnestly 
turn their attention to all endeavors to 
remedy tho evils of tho day. 

Mr. St. Barbo pointed out that as the 
amendment was only a direct negative of 
tho motion, all tho apeeohos now being 
made were virtually on tho original motion. 
Ho controverted Mr. Steavenson'a atatemcnt 
that nationalization of land would throw it 
out of cultivation, and instanced tho suc- 
cess of the scheme in Now Zealand, whore 
tho scheme was being introduced without 
any violence, robbery or injustice, and was 
satisfactory alike to tho public at large and 
to the settlers, who took up perpetual 
leones. Under tho system of perpetual 
lease a man who would now have to use a 
large amount of capital in buying land 
would have all his money to use in im- 
proving and farming hia property. 

Mt. Tallooh opposed the amendment and 
pointed out an amusing instance of the 
injustice of income tax. 

Aldorniau Wilson was very pleased to 
6nd that a society of this kind was in- 
augurated in this city. He contended that 
the aupportera of nationalisation of land 
and single tax had not sufficiently ex- 
plained themselves. . Ibe whole thing was 
only a grumble on account of hard times, 
and nothing will be hoard of single tax or 
any other tax when prosperous times come 
round. People could got land now for 
nothing, but they would not go nn it he- 
cauEO fanning waa too hard work. They pre- 
ferred to live in luxury in tho towns. 

Mr, Eyres did not boHovo that tho nation- 
alization of tho lii.nd would euro poverty. Ho 
had seen great poverty in Loudon and found 
from enquiry that extravagance and drunk- 
euuesa were at tho root of it. A madman 
had onco aiiggealod to him ouch a aoheino as 
waH no«- pat forward. 

Mr. Scaife, in reply, ogreod with the last 
apeakor in so far aa ho wuutod to aeo justice 
done. Mr. Casaidy also in a eomowhut die- 
cursive speech had also desired to aoo justice 
done. In his first address ho had en- 
deavored to enlist hia hearora' aympathy. 
Ho then proceeded to anower tho varioua 
arguments that had been brought forward 
againat his motion. If no experiments 
ever were made nothing would ever be done, 
riiut something must be done to alleviate the 
present condition of poverty, drunkenneas 
and crime. He shows how the present sys- 
tem of taxation v^as nnjust. The customs 
ddtlea were a direct premium on and in- 
centive to dishonesty ; theexoise was a tax 
on vice. The Government should not derive

LoNDO.v, Feb. 8.— The House of Lords 
this evening passed the Parish Councils bill 
through the committee stage. In the House 
of Commons, Henry Fowler, president of the 
local government board, has had charge of 
tho bill. It is reported that imniediatoly 
after tho aaaombling of tho Commons 
on Monday, ho will move tho rejec- 
tion of all tho amendments made by 
the Upper Houao. The council of the 
London Liberal and Radical Union 
will meo*; on Monday and prepare a resolu- 
tion declaring tho existenco of an hereditary 
legislative chamber is a danger to the State 
and that the Houao of Lords ought to be 
abolished at onco. The Council ia arrang- 
ing to hold a masa meeting at St. Jamea' 
Hall to secure the endorsement of the reso- 
lution, and later a popular 4en)0nstration 
will be held in Hyde park. .

A dispatch of last evening from the Col- 
onist's correspondent in Nanaimo says: 
"The steamer Joan returned from Comoi 
this morning to load a consignment of pow- 
der for Union. She brought fuller particu- 
lars regarding the finding of the wreckage of 
tho Eitelle, at the mouth of Campbell river. 
A man named Halaton Was the first to pick 
up fragments of the ill-fated vessel; he re- 
covered tho life preserver and a (juantity of 
tho chopped feed that had formed tho 
Eatelle's cargo. Halaton notified Piercy 
and the two made a further search with tho 
result that they found a largo portion of the 
pilot house and the engine room door. The 
Eatello was so constructed that the pilot 
house could not have broken away, except 
by the destruction of the entire hull, and 
the finding of the chopped feed demon- 
strates that the steamer was on her up trip, 
from Nanaimo to the camp when she came 
to grief. Halston carried the news of his 
own and Pieroy's disooverlca to Comox, 
whence the firstnews was sent. The Brunette 
loft Union bay early tbta morning for the 
scene of the aooideot and will return to- 
morrow. Captain Christensen, sr., will re- 
main at Campbell river a few days in the 
hope of recovering some of the bodies." 
The fact that the Eitelle shipped a new 
captain and crew only very recently is evi- 
dently not understood in the Eiat, as tho 
following despatch of last evening from the 
Colonist's Ottawa correspondent indicates: 
" Agent Gaudin has been asked to report 
to the Marino department regarding the 
supposed explosion on the tug Estollo, ref- 
erence to the records of tho boat showing 
that tho names of the captain and engineer 
are not the same as those given in tho oOi- 
oial report of the inspection in October 
last." 

STILL HABD AND FAST. 

The combined towing power of the tugs 
Mystery and Hope waa insaificient to re- 
move the barkentine Wrestler from the 
rooks near Esquimalt harbor yesterday, 
and to-day another attempt with the addi- 
tional aid of a Mainland tugboat will be 
miule.
